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All remaining rejections and/or objections follow. 
Claims 25-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, first 
paragraph, as containing subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor (s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 
The specification as filed does not disclose a range of "c" in 
claims 25-27. This range is therefore new matter. 

Applicants' arguments filed 2-12-04 have been fully 
considered but they are not deemed to be persuasive. 

With regard to the range of c, applicants argue that support 
exists due to the fact that the specification as filed recites a 
broader range and that the Examples recite a lower level of 5 
weight percent and an upper level of 25 weight percent. However 
a broad range does not provide support for a narrower range and 
furthermore the instant claims recite "about" and it cannot even 
be argued that the Examples provide support for about 25% and 
about 1%. Lastly, in the instant case very low density 
polyethylene much less the specific very low density polyethylene 
of Examples 29-31 cannot be said to provide support for the 
genus, namely applicants' component c. 

With regard to applicants' claim 28, this claim finds 
support in original claim 16. It is requested that the 
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disclosure that the structural layer may include ethylene 
ionomers be inserted into the specification to provide verbal 
basis. Again such support is found in original claim 16.
